DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
4,930,997 to Bennett in view of US 4,416,772 to Sato et al. 

In the specification and figures, Bennett discloses the apparatus substantially as 
claimed by applicant. In particular, Bennett discloses a portable medical suction device 
with a suction tube 22 and collection tube 23 connected to a pump 40, wherein the 
collection tube terminates in a collection bag 120 (see FIG 4, column 4, lines 5-25). The 
collection tube 23 is heat-sealed to collection bag via sealing seam or ring 123 (see 
column 15, lines 1-5). Bennett fails to disclose that the end of the collection tube 
comprises notches. 

However, Sato discloses a patient body fluid collection apparatus that uses tubes 
6, 7, 8 and a pump 2 to direct body fluid into collection bag 5 (see FIGS 1-3). Main body 
20 of bag 5 is made of a flexible material, and comprises tube 21 with slit element 22. 
The slit element may comprise two notches (see 22b, FIG 6) so that fluid may easily 
flow within the tube even when the tube is in close contact with the flexible inside 
surface of the main body 20 of bag 5 (see column 3, lines 5-25). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
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made to add notches as disclosed by Sato to the end of the collection tube in the 
aspiration system disclosed by Bennett in order to allow for unobstructed fluid flow, 
even when the tube is in close contact with a flexible bag, as taught by Sato. 



Response to Arguments
